Association, from the pen of B. K. Beckwith. 
A dozen years ago the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association sponsored a book devoted to the 
state’s Thoroughbred breeding establishments 
and to its race courses. Since the publication of 
Maryland and The Thoroughbred a number of 
states have issued publications dealing with their 
equine population, of one breed or another. Lat¬ 
est of these publications, and without doubt, the 
most elaborate is that devoted to the bloodhorse 
of the Golden State, which has recently reached 
our desk. This is a publication exhaustive in its 
coverage of its field. The history of the breed in 
California is traced, and in a most interesting 
fashion, and every establishment where mares 
are kept receives notice. The list of stallions is 
amazing in its number to one who was not 
aware of the vast amount of breeding done in 
the California of today, and the same can be 
said of the list of registered mares. B. K. Beck¬ 
with has done an excellent job here, the illus¬ 
trations in his book being particularly good, as 
well as the text.

1940 Maryland Statistics 


As the racing year rolls on, Don Reed, rac¬ 
ing expert of the Baltimore Sun compiles statis¬ 
tics covering all phases of the "Sport of Kings” 
and each year, through the courtesy of The Sun 
we are allowed to dip into these to gather there¬ 
from information pertinent to Maryland owners 
and breeders. 

We find that Maryland stables, which last 
season accounted for half of the forty-eight stake 
races offered during the State s racing season, 
suffered a considerable slump in this respect 
during the year just ended. 

A check back over the records of the sf)ecials 
shows that Maryland stables won only 14 of the 
48 flat stakes run, thus giving invading outfits 
34 victories in the added money features. 

W. L Brann, of Walkersville, Md., and Mrs. 
A. J. Abel, of Brooklyn, N. Y., tied for the honor 
of winning the most stakes in Maryland, each 
stable having four to its credit. 

Honey Cloud won all four of the stakes listed 
to the credit of Mrs. Abel, while Brann’s four 
victories were divided, Challedon getting two, 
Aethelwold and Pictor one each. 

Last season Brann topped the list, winning 
five specials, while there was a tie for second 
place between J. Y. Christmas and the A. C. C. 
Stable, each of which won four such races. 

Honey Cloud’s record of four stakes tri¬ 
umphs easily was best among the horses. Four 
Thoroughbreds managed to win two each. They 
were Battle Jack, Challedon, Shot Put and True 
Call. 

Highest daily double payoff of the year was 
$1,109.50 paid at Laurel on the combination of 

December, 1940 


Walter Wickes’ Proc and George Perry’s Mow- 
mart. Proc paid $135.50 straight and Mowmart, 
$11, both of which horses happen to be Mary¬ 
land-bred. 

Edward Riley Bradley, the Kentucky sports¬ 
man who has brought as much glory to his home 
state as the Derby itself, topped the list of 
money-winning owners in Maryland for 1940. 

Like Bimelech’s triumph in the Preakness 
Stakes, Bradley’s victory over other owners was 
a clean-cut one, his horses earning a total of 
$65,815, as compared to $44,275 to the credit 
of the stable of W. L. Brann, of Maryland. 

Brann took the runner-up position in a "photo 
finish” over Mrs. A. J. Abel, whose charges 
earned $42,260 to land in third place. Fourth 
place went to the Wheatley Stable of Mrs. H. C. 
Phipps, with winnings of $38,190, while the 
Valdina Farm of Emerson F. Woodward, of 
Texas, was fifth, with $23,580. 

Bradley’s presence among the leaders in 
Maryland is nothing new, for the Kentuckian 
always races in the Old Line most of the season. 
Last year the positions of the two leaders were 
reversed, Brann taking first honors and Bradley 
finishing second. Wheatley Stable, fourth this 
year, was fifth a year ago. In 1939 the A. C. C. 
Stable finished third and Ella K. Bryson fourth. 

Victory in Pimlico’s Preakness is almost man¬ 
datory if a stable hopes to head the list of money 
winners in Maryland. Brann won the honor 
last season when Challedon scored in that stake, 
and much of Bradley’s winnings go back to the 
Preakness, where Bimelech picked up $53,240. 

Appearance of Mrs. Abel’s name in the first 
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five is something of a triumph for "the little 
fellow" in racing. Her horses are trained by her 
husband, Whitey Abel, who used to be a jockey. 
Abel is not the rich sportsman with a large 
stable. He is a working man, and not once 
during the year did he have as many as a dozen 
horses in his care. 

Success of the Abel stable may be traced to 
the exploits of Honey Cloud, which won, among 
other races, the rich Dixie Handicap, worth 
$18,250 to Mrs. Abel.

H. Guy Bedwell, noted as a trainer of horses 
for more than a quarter of a century, again 
topped the list of conditioners who operated in 
Maryland this season. 

Bedwell finished up the 1940 turf year with a 
record of 36 victories to his credit while P. F. 
Dwyer, his nearest rival, had only 18. 

It marked the second straight season that 
Bedwell headed the list and it also was the sec¬ 
ond consecutive year in which he doubled the 
winning count of the trainer nearest to him. 
Last season Bedwell was credited with 46 wins, 
against 23 for Joe Serio, Jr., who was second. 

A. J. Abel and J. Y. Christmas tied for third 
place this season, each saddling 15 winners, 
while Moody Jolley was fifth with 14. A year 
ago Sammy Hicks was third with 17, C. M. Felt- 
ner fourth with 16 and Lou Schaefer fifth with 
15 to his credit.

E. B. Schley, Far Hills, N. J., sportsman 
finished out the Maryland racing season at the 
head of the list of money-winning owners who 
raced steeplechase horses at Laurel and Pimlico, 
the only major tracks in the State offering this 
branch of the sport. 

Schley’s place at the head of the list was 
earned through victories in successive stakes at 
Pimlico by Dolly’s Love, this competent jumper 
accounting for the Battleship and the Manly 
during the fall meeting. 

Runnerup honors in the steeplechasing divi¬ 
sion went to Paul Mellon’s Rokeby Stable while 
in third place was Louis B. Mayer, California 
motion picture magnate. Good Chance was the 
main reliance of the Rokeby Stable during the 
year while Ossabaw was the chief winner for 
Mayer. 

A total of 52 owners shared in the purse dis¬ 
tribution for the 44 jumping races put on this 
season. 

Edward J. Brennan, steeplechase racing secre¬ 
tary at both Pimlico and Laurel, did an excellent 
job of filling the events listed on his programs. 
He put on 25 races in the split season of 12 and 
12 days at Pimlico and during the month of 
October at Laurel, staged 19 races out of 23 
chances, no jumping races being scheduled on 
the last two Saturdays of that meeting. 

Mannie Berg, who lives at 4209 Granada 
Avenue in Baltimore, when he’s not busy boot¬ 
ing home winners at the various race tracks of 
the East and South, topped all the jockeys per¬ 
forming in Maryland during the 1940 season. 

Berg, a veteran of several seasons and who 
first sprang into prominence under the late 
Frank Garrett, rode 36 winners during the year 
just ended to beat out Carroll Bierman, of Cen- 
tralia. Wash., by a margin of three. 

In compiling his impressive list of victories 
Berg won at six of the seven major meetings of 
the year, missing only during the Bowie fall 
season. He began slowly, picking up two win¬ 
ners at Bowie in the spring. He rode five vic¬ 
tors at Havre de Grace in April and was on six 
winners at Pimlico in the spring. 
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Nine times he entered the winner’s circle at 
Havre de Grace in the fall and at Laurel he 
rang up an even dozen victories. Two more at 
Pimlico completed his year’s work in this state. 

Bierman, on the other hand, won 25 of his 
33 races during the Laurel meeting. 

Joe Wagner landed in third position with 26 
winners; Henri Mora was fourth with 22 and 
F. A. Smith fifth with a total of 21. 

A total of 91 jockeys managed to win one 
race or more on the major tracks of Maryland, 
but only 27 of this group won as many as 10 
races during the year. 

Horse of the Year 

Maryland’s own Challedon, William L. 
Brann’s bay son of * Challenger II and Laura 
Gal, by *Sir Gallahad III, for the second con¬ 
secutive season has been named the "horse of 
the year’’ in the fifth annual poll of turf and 
sports writers conducted by the Turf and Sport 
Digest. 

By virtue of his five victories in seven starts, 
which included a record-breaking triumph with 
the crushing impost of 133 pounds on his back 
in the Hollywood Gold Cup, the Maryland racer 
turned back the bids of Charles S. Howard’s 
Seabiscuit and George D. Widener’s Eight 
Thirty to emerge with the title. 

The Calumet Farm’s Whirlaway, winner of 
the Walden Stakes at Pimlico, but which was 
beaten off by Bold Irishman and Our Boots 
in the Pimlico Futurity, engaged in a lively 
tussle with Our Boots for the honors in the 
two-year-old colts and geldings division with 
the son of * Blenheim II gaining the final nod. 

Level Best, polling the largest number of 
votes of any of the horses in any division, easily 
proved best in the two-year-old filly class, while 
Bimelech, Col. E. R. Bradley’s Preakness winner, 
annexed the honors among the three-year-olds. 

Challedon also gained the top rung in the 
four-year-olds and upward division. 

New World, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s 
strapping son of Discovery, was the only other 
Maryland-bred to make a showing in the poll. 
This speedy fellow finished fifth in the two- 
year-old colts and geldings division, bowing to 
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Whirlaway, Our Boots, Bold Irishman and At¬ 
tention.

Directors Meet 

The directors of the Maryland Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association, at their most recent meeting, 
held at The Caves, Eccleston home of the Asso¬ 
ciation’s President, Janon Fisher, Jr., considered 
a number of matters of importance to Maryland 
breeders. 

After discussion it was voted that the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission be requested to order 
payment of a bonus of $50 to the breeders of 
Maryland-bred winners at the Maryland minor 
meetings. It was further voted that, inasmuch 
as the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association has 
to authenticate all bonus claims before they are 
submitted to the tracks for payment, and that 
the burden of proof in all cases has to be pro¬ 
vided by the Association, therefore all Maryland- 
breds should be registered with the Associa¬ 
tion before any Breeders’ Bonus be paid. The 
directors also took cognizance of the fact that 
under the present rule of Maryland racing gov¬ 
erning Maryland-bred eligibility, it is quite possi-

Death, on December 9, 1940, removed 
from the racing and breeding world a well 
known and respected figure in Elizabeth 
Cromwell Bosley, Mrs. John Bosley, Jr., 
wife of the trainer of that name and 
mother of three children well known in 
racing, the hunting field and the show 
ring, Sara, John Bosley, III, and Betty. 
Mrs. Bosley was long prominent in hunt¬ 
ing and showing circles, but it was not 
until she brought out and developed the 
ill-fated Chase Me that her ability as a 
trainer of race horses was disclosed. This 
family pet Mrs. Bosley trained to win six 
races without meeting defeat, winding up 
with the Bryan and O’Hara Memorial 
Handicap at Bowie in 1933- Chase Me, 
racing in the Metropolitan Handicap at 
Belmont Pirk in the Spring of 1934, fell 
and was destroyed, his passing being a 
source of deep sorrow to the Bosley fam¬ 
ily who idolized him, treating the horse 
almost as one of the family. Mrs. Bosley 
could never be severe with a horse, all of 
her charges being pets of their trainer and 


ble for the spirit of the rule to be contravened, 
inasmuch as any foal dropped in Maryland, 
whether sired in the state or whether its dam 
was rebred in the state after foaling, is eligible for 
registration and its breeders to receive the bonus. 
The directors voted that the President appoint a 
Registration Committee which would pass on all 
applications to register Maryland-bred foals. 
This committee to have the power to refuse 
registration of horses if it felt the move justified. 

The directors will request the Racing Com¬ 
mission to so change its rule that this committee 
shall be the final arbiter as to whether an animal 
is entitled to run in a Maryland-bred race, or its 
owner be eligible for the bonus. 

The directors voted to urge the inclusion of 
provision for horse-powered farms in the Soil 
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the family from foalhood on. 

Mrs. Bosley was a fine horsewoman in 
every way, a show ring rider in her day, 
a straight rider to hounds, and one of 
America’s first women to receive recogni¬ 
tion in the field of race horse training. In 
this latter field Mrs. Bosley handled horses 
for Albert C. and George H. Bostwick, 
R. L. Frelinghuysen, George H. Walker 
and Mrs. E. Graham Lewis, having con¬ 
siderable success over a period of several 
years, during which she developed a num¬ 
ber of good horses, including the Endur¬ 
ance Handicap winner, Betty’s Buddy, a 
son of Bud Lerner, which, though he raced 
in Mrs. Bosley’s "brown, blue chevrons, 
collar, cuffs and cap” was the property of 
her little daughter Betty, still a minor. 

The Bosleys were a family united and 
the untimely passing of the mother will 
draw together more closely those remain¬ 
ing. It is equally certain that the Bosley 
youngsters will "carry on,” as their mother 
would have wished them to do. 


Conservation Act. This reasoning is based on 
the fact that horses and men are the only two 
final consumers of the produce of farms and 
that the land that formerly supported the larger 
number of horses of twenty years ago is practi¬ 
cally equal to the area that is causing our present 
over-production of crops. 

In its present form the Soil Conservation Act 
carries no important mention of the use of horse 
power on farms and because of their known 
characteristics of soil conservation and economi¬ 
cal consumption of grain and forage crops that 
are now in a state of over-production, it is felt 
that some encouragement should be given to 
farmers far-sighted enough to have continued 
the use of horse power and to those who are 
considering the use of horses or mules.

Marylanders at the International 

That Maryland is steadily forging to the 
front in the livestock world is obvious to all 
who keep familiar with developments in the 
state. However, it is only when the products 
of the state are taken to such important events 
at the International Live Stock Exposition at 
Chicago, that those living without our boun¬ 
daries are shown what we have to offer. 

Dealing first with the draft horses, in the 
Percheron division, where, incidentally Mary¬ 
land’s Joe Vial served as Associate Judge, 
Henry Huffman’s grand mare Beauty VIII 
placed fifth in as good an aged mare class as 
the show has ever staged and L. C. Powell’s 
Dina Collard stood eighth in the same class, 
two places above Ed Derr’s Sir Laet’s Roxie. 
Mrs. E. S. Voss, of Monkton, placed third in 
the Belgian yearling filly class on Etta de Volle- 
zelle. 

As good cattle and good horses habitually 
are to be found together, it was no surprise to 
see an Aberdeen Angus bull, Cremona Eric of 
Glencarnock, from Cremona Farm, Mechanics- 
ville, home of some first class Belgians, place 
first in his class and then go on to Senior and 
Grand Championship, this a great honour, in¬ 
deed. Cremona Farm, managed by B. A. Rucker 
Jr. for Colonel Davidson, also won the class 
for three bulls and a number of other ribbons. 


Also in the Angus division, whose prominence 
in Maryland is largely due to the indefatigable 
efforts of Alan McGregor, who was voted to 
the national breed association’s directorate at 
Chicago, were a number of prize winners from 
the Cold Saturday Farm at Finksburg of Judge 
and Mrs. H. H. Hackney. This farm took a 
pair of red ribbons, one on the good cow Anoka 
Barbara II, and a number of lesser awards. The 
Angus show was an outstanding one through¬ 
out. 

In the Hereford section, where B. S. Dies 
was Maryland’s premier exhibitor, a Maryland- 
bred, Lady Mischief Beauty VI, won a good 
heifer class for that gentleman, all of whose 
eleven head shown placed in the money. The 
bull Publican Domino Jr. 21st. which Richard 
C. Riggs bought at Dallas came on fresh from 
a win at the American Royal at Kansas City 
to repeat at Chicago. Mrs. Charles Tilghman’s 
bull was also in the ribbons. The Maryland 
Hereford enthusiasts, among who are some of 
the state’s horsemen, plan their first sale for 
Frederick Fair Grounds April 23 when some 
forty heifers and a dozen or so bulls will 
be offered. 

In the Judging Contests Marylanders stood 
well up. The 4-H Club team stood at the top, 
out of 25 competing teams. These boys placed 
second in horse judging as well as in sheep. 
The team consisted of Stanley Hahn, 19, Fred¬ 
erick; Harry Fouche, 20, of Adamstown; and 
William Martin, 16, of Monrovia. Of 75 com¬ 
petitors Stanley Hahn individually placed sec¬ 
ond highest with a score of 537 out of a possi¬ 
ble 600. To Henry Shoemaker, County Agent at 
Frederick and James B. Outhouse, of the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland, goes the credit for the 
development and training of this outstanding 
team of young Maryland-breds. 

Perhaps the highest judging honour falling 
to a Marylander as yet at Chicago was the sec¬ 
ond place individually gained in horse judging 
by Dan T. Cox, of The Plains, Virginia, and 
a student at the University of Maryland. There 
were 31 college teams competing of which 
Maryland placed 22nd. with a score of 4124 
out of a possible 5000. The team placed fourth 
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Dan T. Cox, star of the University of Mary¬ 
land judging team at the International and 
good all round horseman. 



in horses with a score of 1060, just 19 points 
behind the winners, Illinois, who had 1079. 
Here Dan Cox starred for Maryland with his 
mark of 239, two points below the winners 
241. Donald Bierer was 9th. high man in this 
division. Other members of the College Park 
team besides Cox and Bierer were Jorge de 
Alba, Washington; Thos. C Cruikshank, Ga¬ 
lena and Jack Gordon, Riverdale. Alternate 
was Harry Anderson, Washington. Jas. B. Out¬ 
house coached the team.

A full classification for all types of horses and 
ponies will be provided, the saddle and jumping 
classes being interspersed so as to provide 
variety for the onlookers. An effort is to be 
made to provide considerably more seating 
capacity than has been the case in the Armory 
heretofore. 

Major Murray has assembled a committee 
representative of all Maryland horseshow inter¬ 
ests and a further announcement of plans for 
the show can be expected in the near future. 

Frederick Percheron News 

The Percheron breeders of Frederick County 
can always be relied upon to keep their horses 
and their business in the news one way or an¬ 
other. Latest move was the sending to Chicago 
for exhibition at the International Live Stock 
Exposition of a State Exhibit, which included 
a Carroll County stallion of Paul Morelock’s. 
Participating in the exhibit were Ed. Derr, 
Huffman Bros, (whose good mare, Beauty VIII 
placed fifth in an amazingly good class of aged 
mares), Luther Powell, (whose aged mare stood 
three places below the Huffman mare), Monoc- 
acy Farm and S. B. Wachter, of Keymar, who 
exhibited a Belgian filly. 

Unfortunately the Maryland group picked 
out the toughest Percheron show Chicago has 
seen in years to make their group exhibit. Cer¬ 
tainly the aged mare class was the best seen 
at this great exhibit in its whole history, accord- 
ing to some excellent judges. However, the 
group was shown and fitted in excellent man¬ 
ner and was a credit to the state of its origin 
and to its sponsors.

mother was there to see her son receive this 
cherished trophy. This year the award took the 
form of a painting of the head of Billy s mount, 
the good horse Meddler, from McDonogh’s 
string, and the boy’s regular mount. Reserve 
award went to Jerry Kilby, a youngster whose 
horsemanship has been good all year. Jerry re¬ 
ceived a smaller painting of the head of her 
mount, Mrs. Graham Boyce’s Honeysuckle. 

The evening wound up with a showing of 
that excellent movie, Baltimore, which was 
made possible through the courtesy of the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Playful Arch 

For many years one of Southern Maryland s 
most consistent show horses was Playful Arch, a 
bay gelding owned and ridden by the then Miss 
Frances Townshend of Davidsonville, Anne 
Arundel County. It is all of fourteen years since 
we first saw Arch and his rider, winning blues, 
as they often did. Miss Townshend was a girl 
at the Annapolis High School when she first 
became possessed of her horse, who stayed with 
her, showing and hunting consistently, while his 
owner was married and went to live near Ches- 
tertown. There Arch was shown, hunted and 
hacked by the now Mrs. Graydon Ripley, her 
husband, and probably by their twin sons. The 
old horse was truly one of the family, and was 
a horse of great personality. We saw him show 
on two occasions last summer at Eastern Shore 
shows, where his fine action and gay carriage 
belied his years. 

Just a few days ago Mrs. Ripley went hunt¬ 
ing on Playful Arch, on a Saturday morning, 
with the old horse performing in fine style. Mon¬ 
day following hounds met at Winchingham 
Farm, with both the Ripleys, Wilbur Hubbard, 
Chew Mickle and others in the field. This time 
the "pitcher went to the well once too often." 
Playful Arch, after a couple of fences, swayed in 
his tracks, stopped. Apparently he was all right. 
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Mrs. Graydon Ripley on PLAYFUL ARCH, 
her recently deceased winner of many prizes. 



Hounds checked and the old chap reached for 
his habitual mouthful of grass, he walked a few 
steps, gradually went down to his knees and 
stretched out. Trying to raise his head he looked 
at the woman who had been his constant friend 
and companion in many a hard ride, in the show 
ring and over country, for well over a dozen 
years, neighed his farewell—and died. 

The old chap was, as closely as can be com¬ 
puted, twenty-eight years old. He still, to his 
death, could put in a good three-year-old buck 
on leaving the stable. He was winner of over a 
hundred ribbons, all for Mrs. Ripley, who treas¬ 
ures them and the trophies he won also. Playful 
Arch passed on to the equine Valhalla as all of 
us hope, when our time comes, to go. 


Mares to ‘Bahrain 

One of the breeders patronizing * Bahrain, 
whose first American season will be made at 
Sagamore in 1941, is Emerson F. Woodward, 
owner of the vast Valdina Farm at Sabinal, 
Texas. Thence, some few days past departed 
a van carrying the mare. Sweep Myth, by Sweep, 
out of Dryad by Peter Pan, dam of the cracking 
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good filly Valdina Myth, and in foal to Teddy’s 
Comet. The van travelled north to Kentucky, 
and there it picked up Advising Anna, by Blon- 
din-Phenicia by *Troutbeck, in foal to *Bull 
Dog. Thence the van toured eastward over the 
Alleghenies into Virginia where, at The Plains, 
it picked up Cleanser, by Sweep-Serenest by 
Trap Rock, in foal to Grand Time, and then 
went on for the final trivial trip of a hundred 
or so miles to Sagamore Farm, at Glyndon, there 
to deliver the mares, apparently no whit incon¬ 
venienced by their trip. 

Horse and Mule Association 
Annual Meeting 

Twenty-one years of work completed by the 
Horse and Mule Association of America was 
briefly reviewed by President Louis E. Stoddard 
of New York City in his opening address to one 
of the largest meetings of members of the Asso¬ 
ciation ever held, that staged at the Palmer 
House, Chicago, December 4. 

Secretary Wayne Dinsmore, in his annual re¬ 
port, emphasized the fact that equine encephalo¬ 
myelitis, commonly called sleeping sickness, had 
been effectually stopped, and that horsemen 
throughout the United States no longer feared 
the disease. There were only about 4,000 cases 
of it in 1940, with comparatively low mortality. 
He stated that horsemen felt that they were dis¬ 
criminated against under the present soil con-

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servation act, and that many were requesting an 
adjustment to give men who were farming with 
horses and mules a fairer break. Treasurer F. M. 
Holmes of New Britain, Connecticut, reported 
that the Association had finished the year with 
a substantial balance of income over expendi¬ 
tures. 

R. U. Carr of Buffalo, New York, W. A. 
Schwahn of Eau Claire, Wisconsin and Lowell 
Hoit of Chicago, Illinois were re-elected direc¬ 
tors. Charles J. Lynn of Lynnwood Farms, Car¬ 
mel, Indiana, and George M. Moffett of Blake- 
ford Farms, Queenstown, Md., were the new 
directors elected. The first is a widely known 
breeder of Percheron horses; the second is the 
largest breeder of Belgians in Maryland. 

Colonel E. N. Hardy, Chief of the Remount 
Service, U. S. Army, Washington, D. C., spoke 
on the Horse and Mule in Modern Warfare. He 
pointed out that actual experience in the pres¬ 
ent war in Europe had demonstrated conclu¬ 
sively that horses and mules were necessary in 
modern warfare, and that Germany had more 
horses in army service today than were in use 
during the World War of 1914-18. 

Dr. W. A. Albrecht, Chairman of the Depart¬ 
ment of Soils, University of Missouri, Columbia, 
Missouri, addressed the meeting on Why the 
Production of Good Horses Requires Good 
Land, presenting in convincing language and 
motion pictures the necessity of fertile soils, 
carrying adequate mineral nutrients, if good 
horses were to be produced. 

Prof. F. B. Morrison, Chief, Dept, of Animal 
Husbandryj, Cornell University, Ithaca, New 
York, spoke on New Developments in The Feed¬ 
ing and Nutrition of Horses, and stressed the 
importance of adequate nutrition; said that 
many so-called diseases were nothing but nutri¬ 
tional deficiencies, and added that the recom¬ 
mendations made by the Horse and Mule Asso¬ 
ciation of America were eminently sound. 

In the subsequent meeting of directors, Louis 
E. Stoddard was re-elected as President; Charles 
J. Lynn, First Vice-President; George M. Moffett 
as Second Vice-President; F. M. Holmes was re¬ 
elected Treasurer; and Wayne Dinsmore re¬ 
elected as secretary for another three-year term. 
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Maryland Champions, 1940 

In this issue of The Maryland Horse we 
present photographs of the leading Maryland 
horses in their respective spheres of activity. On 
our cover is the picture of the Champion Show 
Hunter. Our frontispiece shows the leading draft 
horse of the state, E. C. Wareheim’s Royal Ex¬ 
change R., winner of Championships, though he 
bowed to Beauty VIII for Best of Breed at Fred¬ 
erick; Belle Baltimore, leading the Saddle-breds 
in the state s shows, owned by H. O. Firor and 
ridden by Patricia Firor; and "Sonny Baker s 
owner-ridden Spice, Champion Pony. 

There are possible, five championships to be 
decided each year in the racing world, for flat, 
brush, timber, trotting and pacing races. Of 
these awards it is significant that two this year 
have fallen to Maryland-owned horses, one of 
which is a Maryland-bred. Horse of the Year is 
William L. Brann’s home-bred Challedon, four- 
year-old bay son of * Challenger II and Laura 
Gal, by *Sir Gallahad III. Beyond question the 
outstanding timber racer of the year was C. E. 
Tuttle’s chestnut son of Man o’ War and Rock 
Emerald, Blockade. 

We present in our centre spread two unique 
pictures of these horses. On page 22 is a photo¬ 
graph of Martin Stainforth’s painting of Challe¬ 
don, a work recently completed to the order of 
Mr. Brann. On page 23 is a photograph of the 
just now completed portrait of Blockade, the 
work of Maryland’s own horse painter, Herbert 
D. Stitt, and done for Mr. Tuttle. 

John Pons to the Remount 

One of the first of Maryland’s horsemen to 
answer his country’s call to military service is 
John Paul Pons, manager of Country Life 
Farm, Bel Air, where his father Adolphe Pons 
some years ago located his Maryland home. 
John Pons, a lieutenant in the Reserve Officers’ 
Corps has been assigned to the recently ex¬ 
panded staff of the Quartermaster Corps’ Re¬ 
mount Depot at Fort Reno, Oklahoma, near 
Oklahoma City. Here John will serve under 
Lt. Col. E. M. Daniels, one of the Remount

John Pons had his first military training at 
the La Salle Military Academy at Oakdale, 
Long Island, where he was a leader both in 
the classroom and on the playing fields, receiv¬ 
ing major letters in no less than five sports, 
baseball, hockey, tennis, track and polo. After 
some time spent on the Mereworth Farm and

Legume as well as a large band of broodmares. 
All of which training should make Johnny a 
valuable addition to the staff of Fort Reno. 

The departure of son John for service for¬ 
tunately did not occur until father Adolphe had 
retired from much of his business contact in 
Kentucky as fiscal agent of the Mereworth Stud 
of Walter J. Salmon. Pons has long felt that 
he ought to centralize his interests closer to 
home and is now, besides overseeing the 
Country Life Farm, handling bookings for sev¬ 
eral stallions and arranging service details for 
various owners of mares.

Trainers' Bulletin 

The annual Fall meeting of the American 
Trainers’ Association was held at the Lord Bal¬ 
timore Hotel, Baltimore, Tuesday evening, No¬ 
vember 12, 1940, following dinner at six o’clock, 
with Preston M. Burch, the President, in the 
chair. 

The roll of members was called, fifty being 
present out of one hundred and twenty-two on 
the roster, three members having died since the 
Spring meeting. Present by proxy were John M. 
Graver, John A. Healey, Chas. R. White, Elmer 
Trueman and W. G. Wilson. 

Minutes of the Spring meeting in Baltimore 
and the special meeting in New York were read 
and approved, as was the Treasurer’s report. 

With reference to the licensing of all black¬ 
smiths or platers plying their trade at the race 
tracks, Mr. Burch stated that he had been prom¬ 
ised that this Winter a requirement that all 
platers be licensed would be written into the 
New York law and he felt reasonably certain 
that the other Eastern states would follow New 
York, such as Delaware and Maryland. 

As to the matter of our buttons being recog¬ 
nized in New York, Mr. Burch stated he had 
talked with the Tax Commissioner and Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt and both assured him something 
would be done about it this Winter and that 
they would see that the law was written more 
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leniently with regard to badges so that the "old 
timers’’ who have spent their lives around the 
race tracks, training horses, would get badges. 

As to sanitary and liviiig conditions for the 
men, lighting and so forth around the New 
York tracks, Mr. Burch reported that our re¬ 
quests in this regard have been fairly well car¬ 
ried out. He read a memorandum sent to him 
by the Chairman of the N. Y. State Racing 
Commission on this request and stated he had 
sent a copy to the President of the National 
Association of State Racing Commissioners 
with the request that it be forwarded to the 
Racing Commissions of the various states, ask¬ 
ing that they do likewise. 

Mr. Burch called attention to the donation of 
$230 voted by our board of directors to the 
West Chester Racing Association’s War Relief 
Fund and read a letter of appreciation from Mr. 
Vanderbilt. 

Mr. Burch also reported the adoption of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association maga¬ 
zine, The Maryland Horse as our official 
publication, a copy of which is sent to our mem¬ 
bers monthly, and asked that the members ad¬ 
vise the Secretary of any change of address so 
that the magazine would reach them regularly; 
also if any member had anything to suggest for 
publication the Secretary would be glad to re¬ 
ceive it. 

Relative to the trainers’ responsibility under 
the saliva test, Mr. Burch stated he and Mr.

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Hirsch had met one of the newer stewards from 
the Middle West and discussed with him the 
unfairness of the present rule which makes it 
mandatory that a trainer be suspended if the 
test shows a positive reaction and that this 
steward suggested that we take it up with the 
different racing commissions with the request 
that they allow the stewards more latitude in 
dealing with each case, that he believed a great 
many of the stewards felt as he did that there 
were often cases where the stewards would be 
lenient or at least make a thorough investiga¬ 
tion and give a man every chance to prove his 
innocence. 

Mr. Mulholland made a motion that our rep¬ 
resentative at the Florida meeting of the Na¬ 
tional Association of State Racing Commission¬ 
ers bring to their attention the unfairness of the 
present rule that a trainer "must” or "shall” be 
suspended when the saliva test shows positive 
and urge that the rule be changed so that the 
stewards are given some discretion and the 
trainer be proven guilty before he can be sus¬ 
pended. This motion was seconded and car¬ 
ried. 

Mr. Bryson introduced Mr. Fred Grafton, who 
explained the matter of liability to pay the So¬ 
cial Security tax on free-lance jockeys, the same 
as on Jockeys under contract, stating that this tax 
has been collected to the extent of $25,000 in 
the Chicago area, that in his opinion the tax 
does not apply to free lance jockeys, but in order 
to get the matter before the Treasury Depart¬ 
ment, a special case has to be hied, which was in 
the process of being done. 

Mr. Burch expressed the appreciation of the 
Association and it was moved, seconded and car¬ 
ried that if Mr. Crafton needed any hnancial aid 
in bringing about a favorable decision in this 
matter the Association would be glad to do its 
part but would take no action at this time but 
wait and see what develops in the case men¬ 
tioned. 

Messrs. P. M. Burch, Jas. E. Fitzsimmons and 
Max Hirsch were re-elected Directors. 

Mr. Burch then called attention to the loss 
by death of three members since the Spring 

Page 20 


meeting, Messrs. Wm. B. Streett, B. Frank Gar¬ 
rett and James Healy, and asked all to rise in 
respect to their memory. 

A motion, seconded and carried was made by 
Mr. Bosley that the present method of proposing 
and electing new members be suspended for the 
time being, so that trainers well known to mem¬ 
bers, officers and directors of the American 
Trainers’ Association could join without delay. 
It was decided that any member could suggest 
a man and after approval by the Board of Direc¬ 
tors he would be invited to join. A list of names 
was then suggested by Mr. Bosley. 

After expressions of opinion as to how this 
new method of proposing members should be 
handled it was moved, seconded and carried that 
the Board of Directors consider and vote on each 
name suggested before inviting the trainer to 
join. 

Mr. Burch then brought up the matter of co¬ 
operation by the different racing associations, as 
to stabling, water and lighting facilities at their

tracks for horses racing at a neighboring track; 
the fact that stabling facilities were not adequate 
to accommodate all the horses registered with 
the Racing Secretary, and ready to run at the 
current meeting. 

After some discussion it was moved, seconded 
and carried that all racing associations be re¬ 
quested to cooperate with neighboring tracks 
insofar as possible when the operating track is 
overburdened. 

The matter of certain racing associations not 
sharing their prosperity with the horsemen in 
the distribution of purses was discussed. Tropi¬ 
cal Park in Florida being specifically referred 
to. After discussion a motion was passed that 
the president write the Coral Gables Racing 
Association requesting that in view of their 
very prosperous season in 1940, that they be as 
generous as they could during their two meet¬ 
ings in 1941 .

In the list of eligibles to The Classic, Arling¬ 
ton Park s three-year-old special, and to the 
American Derby, Washington Park’s feature 
event for second season performers, two Mary¬ 
landers in Alfred G. Vanderbilt and G. Ray 
Bryson, like Abou Ben Adhem, led all the rest. 
Vanderbilt’s stable provided seven entries to 
the stakes, headed by New World and *Khosh- 
bood, while Bryson nominated six headed, by 
the stakes winning Magic Stream. Guy Bed- 
well’s Blensign is another Maryland-owned 
and trained entry. Stimady is one bred in Mary¬ 
land (at the Stadacona Farm of the Williams’) 
and Magnificent, brought to his best form by 
Maryland’s leading trainer, Guy Bedwell, when 
conditioner of the E. G. Lewis string, is by 
Maryland’s premier sire, ^Challenger II. In all 
there were 179 entries in The Classic and 176 
in the American Derby, largest entry to this 
stake since 1902, when 331 were entered. Each 
race carries $40,000 added.

How Many “True Britons"? 

Some time ago the Maryland Horse car¬ 
ried an article about a Maryland-bred colt named 
"True Briton,” foaled in 1757 and sired by 
"Othello.” 

This "True Briton” spent fourteen years, after 
1762 , in New Jersey, but no information is given 
of him after 1776, when he was owned in Eliza¬ 
bethtown, N. J. The writer winds up his article 
with the following observations: 
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By way of a postscript it may be not un¬ 
worthy of mention to recall to those who have 
heard of the breed called 'Morgan Horses’—that 
Justin Morgan, the horse which gave his name 
to the tribe was himself said to be by True 
Briton. 

Without an iota of evidence of a pedigree 
for the sire of the daddy of the Morgans one 
is at least constrained by the spirit of clannish¬ 
ness against arguing to the contrary.” 

It seems unfortunate that aside from a "spirit 
of clannishness,” a spirit of investigation and a 
spirit of fairness did not enter into the comment 
on Justin Morgan which horse was born in 1789. 

Without any information on the travels of the 
Maryland "True Briton” for twelve years be¬ 
tween 1776 and 1788, at which time if he had 
sired Justin Morgan’’ he would have been 
thirty-one years of age, it would not seem to re¬ 
quire much intelligence or imagination to elimi¬ 
nate the son of "Othello” from any relationship 
with the Morgan breed of horses. 

Mr. Joseph Battell, in his history of "The 
Morgan Horse” related "the match between 
Selim and 'True Briton’ in April, 1765 over the 
Philadelphia course” and states "there was an¬ 
other True Briton’ owned by the DeLanceys 



John M. Franklin, Jr., of Hay fields, and the 
good bay filly by Kerry Patch-Betoken, win¬ 
ner of the filly foal class at the Timonium 
show. 
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whose history is remarkable.” 

Battell states, "Mr. Linsley’s^ conclusion was, 
as we have seen, that 'Justin Morgan’ was got by 
True Briton,’ son of 'Traveler.’ ” 

It was generally accepted that this "True 
Briton” was stolen from the English officer, De- 
Lancey. John Morgan, who kept "True Briton” 
in West Springfield, Mass., at the time the Mor¬ 
gan horse was sired stated that "True Briton was 
a high-headed hollow or sway-back horse” and 
that one-half of his colts were a light sorrel.

Gordon Pearce of Monkton, Maryland, an¬ 
nounces the formation of The Horsemens 
Guild. This is an association of all horsemen, 
incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Maryland, for the purpose of improving the 
horsemen’s "way of life” in the racing scheme. 

At the present time there are already some 
eighty odd members in the association. Should 
any horseman in good standing wish to join the 
Horsemen’s Guild, he should communicate with 
them at their office, Jenifer Building, Towson, 
Md. 

The present aims of this association seem 
self-explanatory and so are given herewith: 

A—To set a standard minimum price for 
training horses by the day; viz: three dollars per 
day at the half-mile tracks, five dollars per day 
at the mile tracks. 

B—To establish a Board of Examiners be¬ 
fore which any person not now licensed to train 
horses must appear before being granted a train¬ 
er’s license. 

C—To go on record as being in favor of a 
rule which would read as follows: No horse 
shall be granted a stall at a mile track unless it 
has won a race at a claiming price of $1,000 or 
more, or has consistently raced for a claiming 
price which would indicate it to be of higher 
class. 

D—Installation of electric lights at all tracks, 
in all barns; construction of bath facilities and 
toilets, and improved sanitary conditions at all 
tracks. 

E—Recognition by Racing Associations of 
the Guild card or emblem as admission to race 
tracks and racing enclosures. 

F—Substantial increase in purses at the half- 
mile tracks. 

G—Horsemen to be consulted on the condi¬ 
tions of substitute races, when it is found neces¬ 
sary to put them on. 

H—To have the third Steward at all tracks 
be appointed by the horsemen. This Steward to 
represent horsemen, just as the Steward of the 
Racing Commissions, and the Steward appointed 
by the track where racing is being conducted 
are supposed to represent those appointing 
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them. It is felt that this is a most important 
step forward towards improvement in racing. 
Horsemen feel that, since their livelihood is 
continually in jeopardy through decisions by the 
Stewards, they should have a representative of 
their own present to insure fair decisions. 

(Editor’s Note: We feel that this suggestion 
is one which merits real consideration by all 
thoughtful horsemen. Perhaps this is one of the 
progressive steps which racing has needed. We 
would welcome sensible, written, publishable, 
thoughts on this matter.)

Prospect Hill Stud 

If you drive a few miles east of Bel Air some 
bright morning you will pass a long board fence 
with neat fields behind it, and, at the corner, a 
small sign which reads "Prospect Hill Stud." 
You will see a substantial stone house among 
the evergreens, and 225 acres of fine pastures 
and woods. It is here that the mistress of Pros¬ 
pect Hill, Mrs. Robert H. Heighe, hopes some 
day to live. But meanwhile her home is at 
Moore’s Mill, a few miles away, and she spends 
a good deal of time hurrying to and from the 
farm to keep an eye on her forty-odd head of 
Thoroughbred stock. 

Mrs. Heighe is a Marylander born and bred. 
Her grandfather, A. W. Bradford, was the dis¬ 
tinguished Civil War governor of the state. An¬ 
other forebear. Judge Thomas Kell, was among 
other things one of the early members of the 
Maryland Jockey Club. An interest in racing 
came naturally to Mrs. Heighe long before she 
became an owner and breeder herself. 

When Herman B. Duryea of New York died 
during the last war, a racing stable famous on 
two continents was disbanded. His widow kept 
a few of his horses, and retired to her farm in 
Normandy, the Haras du Gazon. At her death 
in 1928, they were inherited by her nephew and 
his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Heighe. 

Chief of these was *Durbar II, last American- 
owned horse to have won the English Derby, 
which he did in 1914 in the Duryea colors. 
Along with * Durbar II, three good broodmares 
came to this country and were shipped to the 
Claiborne Stud in Kentucky by Mrs. Heighe. 
Two of these mares, * Xenia and *Zenoia, were 
by ^Sweeper II, another crack racer of his day, 
which won the Two Thousand Guineas for Mr. 
Herman B. Duryea. The third was *Zenobia, a 
daughter of * Durbar II and the only one of the 
three alive at present. 

No wonder that, with this tradition, the 
Heighes determined to carry on in racing. They 
purchased Prospect Hill, a farm which had been 
in the family of Mrs. Heighe’s brother-in-law 
ever since the house was built in 1808. There, 
about 1931, Mrs. Heighe established the begin- 
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nings of her present racing stable. 

The first three foals born at Prospect Hill all 
grew into handicap winners later on, and Mrs. 
Heighe took it as a good omen. Almost immedi¬ 
ately however, there was a sad loss; old * Durbar 
II, splendid racer in his own right and several 
times leading sire of broodmares back in France, 
departed this life. He was buried with honors 
on the lawn. 

Later the stallion Theatrical was put at the 
head of things, but, according to Paul A. 
Weaver, stud groom. Theatrical may shortly be¬ 
come U. S. Army property. Besides the syndi¬ 
cate-owned *Aethelstan II, who has been th^'ee 
seasons at Prospect Hill, the young horse Purple 
Knight also occupies a stall in the stallion barn. 

Broodmares at Prospect Hill now number a 
dozen, of which ten are in foal. These are Wi^'e 
Sister, Sparky, Zay, Miss Dinwiddie, Park, In 
India, Lady Bema, Palmyra, Emmy Fish, and 
Maxine F. Three are bred to *Aethelstan II, 
three to Purple Knight, two to Tedious and one 
to *Gino. 

Of the eleven weanlings, there are three each 
by the Prospect Hill stallions and two by Chal¬ 
lenger 11. Five yearlings and five older horses 
are also wintering in Maryland. 

In Miami, where Mr. and Mrs. Heighe have 
gone for the season, there are eight horses in 
training under W. E. Martin’s supervision. These 
include Rehearsal, Stadium, Zayin, Tamil, Divi¬ 
dend and Talent. Two yearling fillies by The¬ 
atrical are having a first look at the race track 
as well. One is out of Palmyra, a full sister to 
the jumper Edwin Booth who was destroyed at 
the Bel Air track this summer, and the other is 
out of the mare Park. 

Most popular youngster at Prospect Hill is a 
chestnut colt by Purple Knight out of Parto, 
born when a caesarean operation was performed 
on his dam several minutes after her death. 
Raised by a foster mother, ' Little Caesar is 
now doing nicely, thank you, and runs out hap¬ 
pily with his fellows. 

Thanks to Cliff Hanaway, who manages the 
farming side of Prospect Hill s activities, the 
pastures are unusually good. "Best grass and 
hay,” says Mr. Weaver, "that I’ve ever seen.” 
Besides the stallion and broodmare barns, Mrs.

Heighe has built a training barn and rebuilt the 
original barn on the place inside, with capacious 
stalls. When she enters a barn, the chorus of 
nickers that goes up proclaims her no stranger 
to her horses. Heads pop over stall doors and 
ask eagerly to be noticed. 

Mrs. Heighe seldom misses a day at the races, 
whether she has a horse going or not. She claims 
to be a very modest bettor, but no horse of hers 
goes postward without at least a vote of confi¬ 
dence for him. H. M. Cadwalader. 

Fair Play and *Sir Gallahad III 
Blood Leads. 

Pending the publication of the final figures 
of the Daily Racing Form it will be impossible 
to tell which is the leading sire of the year. 
Chance Shot or *Sir Gallahad III—the race 
is exceedingly close and may well be decided 
by the results at Charles Town, Bay Meadows 
and Tropical Park. 

Both sires have covered themselves with 
glory during the curient racing year and con¬ 
firm the statement the lines of Fair Play and 
*Sir Gallahad III are the two most successful 
sire lines now in this country. With this in 
mind, one is moved to wonder why owners of 
mares are impelled to stray from the beaten 
track of proved success to grasp at the shadow 
instead of the substance, as it were. 

During the current year Chance Shot has 
been responsible for four outstanding stake 
winners, Shot Put, as good a stayer as has been 
developed in this country since Exterminator; 
Fairy Chant, one of the best three-year-old 
fillies of the year. Bushwhacker, winner of the 
New England Futurity, and Your Chance one 
of the best of our three-year-old colts, winner 
of the Dwyer, Kenner and Diamond Stakes. 
Collectively these four won 21 races and 
earned $194,878. 

Man o’ War was responsible for the good 
three-year-old filly Salaminia, winner of the Ala¬ 
bama, Ladies and Gallant Fox Stakes and 
$36,430; Discovery, a grandson of Fair Play 
through Display, represented on the turf for 
the first time, sired the stake winner New 
World, winner of the Grand Union Hotel 
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-Stakes, the Maryland Futurity and $17,165, 
while the great Seabiscuit, a grandson of Man 
o’ War through Hard Tack, won the Santa 
Anita Handicap and $96,850 and thereby be¬ 
came the leading money winning horse in the 
world. 

Like Chance Shot, *Sir Gallahad III begot 
four high class stake winners, Gallahad ion, 
winner of the Kentucky Derby; Fenelon win¬ 
ner of the Travers, Lav/rence Realization and 
Jockey Club Gold Cup, Bold Irishman, winner 
of the Pimlico Futurity; and Roman, winner 
of the Jerome and Laurel Handicaps—collec¬ 
tively these four won 23 races and earned 
$213,670. 

But this does not tell the whole story, the 
distaff side is equally interesting, Man o’ War 
sired the dam of Level Best, the best two-year- 
old filly of the year winner of 8 races in 11 
starts and never unplaced, earning $40,215. 
Man o’ War’s brother Playfellow was the sire 
of the dam of Little Beans, stake winner, with 
5 victories in 8 starts and $14,755 to his credit; 
the Washington Park Futurity winner Porter’s 
Cap was out of the Mad Hatter mare, The 
Blonde, while the Acorn and Coaching Club 
American Oaks winner. Damaged Goods, is out 
of Chatterton’s daughter Perjury. 

Challedon, Maryland bred, and for the sec¬ 
ond year in succession, the outstanding "horse 
of the year’’ is out of a daughter of *Sir Galla¬ 
had 111, Laura Gal. The Brann pride in 7 starts 
won 5 races, was second once, third once and 
earned $70,625, while Marshall Field’s good 
filly Strange Device, winner of 4 races, includ¬ 
ing the Betsy Ross and Polly Drummond Stakes, 
is a daughter of Stimulus and the *Sir Gallahad 
III mare Escutcheon. 

With this in mind one is constrained to in¬ 
spect with minute attention two representatives 
of these lines now standing at the Inverness 
Farm of Leslie E. Keiffer, Monkton, Maryland, 
Jean Bart and Charing Cross. 

I question if any stud in this country has two 
more attractive looking stallions whose creden¬ 
tials from the standpoint of breeding cannot 
be surpassed. The yearlings and weanlings by 
these stallions prove they are dominant sires

Jean Bart is advertised as "the best bred son 
of Man o’ War alive” and as ”a double Fairy 
Gold.” Neither assertion has been questioned, 
so can be taken for granted. 

It is interesting to note among the stake 
winners this year that were ’’double Fairy Golds” 
were Eight Thirty, winner of the Suburban, the 
Toboggan, the Massachusetts Handicap and 
$79,460; Level Best, the best two-year-old filly 
of the year, and Fairy Chant, one of the best 
three-year-old fillies of the year.

Drove over to The Caves at 
Eccleston this afternoon, glad of a chance to get 
away from Stud Book and Racing Calendar and 
catalogue proofs long enough to have a look at 
a horse or two and to see them gallop a bit.

With Charles O. Dulin, 
Holly Beach Farm manager, as companion we 
drove this afternoon to Frederick, thence to 
Winchester, Virginia, and on down that most 
historic road, the Valley Pike to Newmarket, 
where at the Kilmer farm. Court Manor, we 
found many breeders and trainers from far re¬ 
moved points, busily inspecting the offerings 
that will go tomorrow in the Kilmer dispersal. 
Thence to Harrisonburg for the night. 

October 30. After a pleasant night at 
Harrisonburg, where we had a visitor in the 
local breeder, Thomas G. Herring and found 
numerous friends stopping at the Cavanaugh 
Hotel, we drove over to Court Manor for the 
sale.
